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The Value Of Advertising 


Advertising has been from time to time, and still is occasionally, the 
turget for indictments and charges®levelled at it, usually with little or no| 
foundation for the allegations, and generally launched by the type of person | 
who is prone to erect a straw man for the pleasure of knocking it down or! 


by those who have no knowledge of the subject. 


One of the allegations heard against advertising is that it is mislead- 
ing and sometimes downright untruthful. This is the harshest kind of) 
criticism, and it can be admitted that occasionally some advertising falls, 
within this category, but it is rare and for obvious reasons. In the first} 
place this class of advertising is as detrimental to the interests of the ad- 
vertiser as it is to the purchaser and as a result it defeats its own object, | 
for instead of creating business it speedily destroys it and that is the last 
thing that legitimate business wants. In the second place, no reputable} 
advertising medium —be it daily or weekly press, magazine or radio will) 
knowingly accept false advertising, because in so doing it. destroys its own 
value as a medium. Without taking the question of ethics into considera- | 
tion at all, it is an economic hazard which few advertising media are will-} 
ing to accept for the sake of temporary, paltry gain. 

Thus, it may be taken for granted, that the great bulk of advertising 
which comes within the ken of the average consumer is truthful and does 
not misrepresent the commodities or services which it desires to sell, and 
that the more regular frequency with which advertising appears, the more 
unimpeachable are the statements which such advertising makes about the 
product it offers, Further, the more reputable the medium, the less is the 
likelihood that it will offend in this regard. With reputable media, and 
particularly is this true of the weekly newspaper, accuracy and fairness 
of the advertising it carries is regarded as important as the accuracy and) 
tairness of the statements made in its other departments. | 

* » * x 
Far From The Truth | 

One of the commonly heard charges against advertising is that it in-| 
creases the costs of commodities to the purchasers, and particularly is this | 
allegation levelled against national advertising. References are sometimes | 
made to the substantial appropriations set aside by manufacturers or dis- 
tributors of commodities sold on large scale over a great area as an argu-| 
ment that such expense increases the cost to the consumer. 


Nothing is farther from the truth than such statements. On the con-| 
trary experience has shown that large scale advertising, provided it is 
judiciously placed so that it will be drawn to the attention of the market, | 
er the potential market in attractive and compelling form has exactly the 
opposite effect. 

Truthful advertising, properly placed and distributed on a scale com-! 
mensurate with potential sales, has had in the past and will in the future, 
the effect of reducing the cost to the consumer; because increased demand 
invariably brings the opportunity for massed production and this, in its turn 
enables costs to be scaled down and concurrent with that, affords oppor- 
tunity to improve the product or the service as the case may be, It is 
axiomatic in industry that the greater the sales, the less the cost of produc-| 
tion, and volume of sales is promoted by wise advertising.

Spent Life Studying Sun 


portant Discoverics 

Dr. George Ellery Hale, who spent 
his life studying the sun and learned 
more about it than any man in mod- 
ern times, is dead at the age of 69. 
He had suffered from heart discase 
for a year, He was director-cmeri- 
tus of Mt. Wilson observatory in 
Pasadena, California. It was through 
him that the world learned that the| 
sun's outer surface is composed of 
hot, glowing gasses, in which great 
whirlpools swirl outward for 300,000 
miles. His discovery of magnetic 
fields in sunspots was termed the 
most important solar discovery in 
300 years. He invented the spectro- 
heliograph for observing the sun's at- | 
mosphere, and other scientific appar-| 
atus.

A new lamp whose beams protect 
a person against catching the other 
fellow’s cold was announced at a 
meeting of the American Institute, 
New York's oldest scientific society. 

The first installation is at the tell- 
er’s window of the Lafayette Bank 
and Trust Company at Suffern, N.Y. 
It was described as the culmination 
of 10 years’ search for a form of 
ultra-violet light to purify air and 
all that man touches, without hurt- 
ing his eyes. 

In the bank window the beams 
form a curtain of bluish light falling 
from a long-horizontal overhead tube 
of mercury vapor. The curtain lies 
between teller and customer, Breaths 
are instantly sterilized, The light 
kills bacteria in less than a second. 

The rays also kill germs on the 
upper surfaces of hands passing 
money through the window, They 
even kill the germs on the exposed 
side of the money. 

This kill of the germs carried by 
touch is, for most of the infectious 
diseases, more important than steril- 
izing the air. The new light has 
been in the Suffern bank a month. 
In that time, officials said, no irrita- 
tion of eyes has been noticed. 

Dery] Hart, M.D., surgeon-in-chief 
of Duke hospital, Durham, N.C., said 
the beams completely free the air of 
germs around a patient on the oper- 
ating table.

The World of Wheat- 
By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, Research Department

Spring has come, and the farmers’ 
thoughts turn to the fields which 
are to provide the family living. 

Imp'ements will be prepared and 
cleaned, the seeder receiving particu- 
lar attention. Wise farmers ere 
this have made their arrangements 
for good seed, and are now consider- 
ing the problem of treating against 
smut. 

Seed treatment is as old as history. 
Virgil in his immortal poem on 
farming, ‘‘The Georgics,’’ written 
about 35 B.C., tells us: 

**Oft have I seen a sower dress his 

seed 

he soda and black lees of olive 

oil.’ 
but the modern farmer has the choice 
of several better methods, 

The old standby, Formaldehyde, is 
the cheapest but must be made up 
of exactly the correct strength, else 
the germination of the seed may be 
damaged. 

The new mercurial dusts, Ceresan 
and Leytogan, are becoming increas- 
ingly popular. While more expens- 
ive, they have several advantages over 
formaldehyde. In the first place the 
dusts control not only stinking smut, 
but also to a great extent root rot 
bacteria, thus promoting a more 
generous and healthier rooting sys- 
tem, which in turn helps to keep 
down weeds; all tending, therefore, 
to bring about higher yields. 

Secondly, when Leytosan and 
Ceresan is used, seed can be treated 
several weeks before sowing, thus 
making the farmer's work easier 
and less hurried. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Slight decreage in Indian 
seedings-- Portugal and South Africa 
bidding for wheat -- Japan may enter

Test Old Seeds Before Sowing 


When seed fails to germinate after 
sowing, real loss results, for reseed: 
ing costs money and early crop pros 
pects vanish. Recently a gardener 
sener sent samples of lettuce, onion, | 
beet and carrot seed to the Dominion 
Seed Branch Luboratory, Ottawa, 
for germination test. The seed was 
three years old and intended for use 
thisepring. ‘The lettuce germinated 
72 per cent, the beet 71, the carrot 
49 and the beet 2. Three years ago 
when fresh, all of these seeds had a 
germination of over 90 per cent 
These tests proved once aghin that 
some kinds of seed lose their viability 
quicker than others. The onion 
seeds were practically dead when 3 
years old, while the beet and lettuce 
seeds retained a reasonably high 
germination The carrot seeds had 
declined almost 50 per cent in the 
three years, but were still serviceable 
at a heavier seeding rate. These 
resulta are typical of many tests 
made. 

The point is that old seed should 
not be used before being tested for 
germination. This may be done at 
home between two damp blotters, or 
a sample may be sent to the nearest 
Dominion Seed Branch laboratory.

Fertilizers and Their Proper Use 


Fertilizers are carriers of plant 
food and unless placed in a conven: | 
ient position for the plants to use, | 
are ineffective. It is not enough to! 
just ecatter the fertilizer around the| 
plant on the surface of the soil with 
the expectation that bounteous rains 
or watering will take all the plant 
food down to the feeding roots. Some | 
is bound to be lost unless cultivated | 
into the soil, or better stil] it should 
be placed in narrow bands at the} 
depth of the plant roots and from | 
two to four inches away. ‘This per- | 
mits the roots to reach the fertilizer’ 
quickly and easily without chemical | 
injury to the plant. The so-called 
‘band way’’ of applying fertilizers 
to garden crops has proven the most 
effective and economical Modern

Another Wonderful Cave 
Accidentally Discovered In 
Mexico By Sheep Rancher 

Discovery of a magnificent lime- 
stone cavern, with one vaulted cham- 
ber more than three miles long, has 
been reported at Carlsbad, New 
Mexico. 

The great cave, said R. P. Burnet, 
curator of the Carlsbad Museum, 
rivals in beauty the famed Carlsbad 
Cavern near by and may bo the 
largest in the world. 

Carlsbad Cavern and another near 
Mexico City now vie for the title of 


New 


the world’s biggest “hole in the 
ground.” Neither has been explored 
thoroughly. 


Mr. Burnet led a small party of 


explorers through the tiny, hidden 
entrance, deep in the Guadalupe 
Mountain, twelve miles south of 


Carlsbad Cavern, 

They found themselves in an im- 
ménse underground room 700 feet 
wide and with o ceiling so high it 
could not be seen, even by the aid 
of powerful flashlights. 

The party pushed on for six hours, 
covering an estimated three miles. 
Only when the chamber made a 
sharp curve did they turn back, fear- 
ing that they might become lost in 
the labyrinth. 

Huge, snow-white stalagmites, 
larger even than the 100-foot mono- 
liths of Carlsbad Cavern, dotted the 
floor. ‘Ancient Indian pottery and 
the bones of deer gave evidence that 
the cave once had been used for hu- 
man occupancy. 

Tom Tucker, a sheep rancher, 
stumbled onto the cave's entrance, 
700 feet up the steep side of a moun- 
tain and concealed by a jutting rock.

Production Tax Proposed, 


| otemmnmaieaa 


The Alberta government has ap- 
parently decided to change the main 
basis of farm taxation from land to 
production. Before the change will 
be introduced the act is to be passed 
upon as to its legality by the Supreme 
Court of Canada. If that judicial 
body decides the measure is good 
law it may be put into effect. 

The proposed change in the taxa- 
tion of farmers constitutes a rather. 
startling innovation. The principle 
of more or less fixed values for farme 
is discarded and the taxes collected 
from year to year will>be bssed 
principally on production Thus,a 
farmer whose crop has been destroy- 
ed would have a comparatively emall 
tax bill, while one who harvested a 
bumper crop would have to pay a 
substantial sum. The same rule is 
to apply to dairy, poultry and live- 
stock farmers. That is, the annual 
production is to be the basis of taxa- 
tion 

This new farm tax principle is in 
line with income taxation—the high- 
er the income the higher the tax. 
It is more equitable than the present 
system where a farm is taxed relat- 
ively the same amount each year 
whether it produces much or little. 
The farmer who is hailed out or 
dried out, under the new plan, would 
have the compensation of reduction 
in taxes The farmer who reaped a 
big crop would have to bear the 
main tax burden. 

The success or failure of this new 
tax plan, provided it is declared in- 
tra vires and put into effect, lies 
entirely with the farmers themselves 
and it will be interesting to learn 
their reaction to taxation on a pro- 
duction basis For one thing, good 
farmers will he called on to carry a 
Jarger share of the tax toad than the 
less capable farmers or those on poor 
erland  Uhere will also bea certain 
omount of regimentst) for every 
farmer will have to keep a fairds 
inclusive set of hooks and grain and 
produce dealers will have to provide 
comprehensive records of purchases 
for the benefit of the government.
